Scope of enablement issues were discussed such as: definitions of full length, mature polynucleotide of SEQID #2 and 
its fragment residues 42-285, protection for mammalian subject including humans and if the animals used in the 
examples ( Mice and Rabbits) are appropriate animal models for human Anthrax disease, prior art concerning 
metalloproteinase mutations , plasmid vector comprising the nucleic acid which encodes the full length lethal factor and 
the promoter. 

Applicants agreed to amend the claims accordingly and will also present references in regard to animal models and 
metalloproteinase muations. Novelty of the claimed composition in claim 23 and mixed LF and PA composition of 
claim 24 were also discussed. The examiner will withdraw finality of the action (see attached form PTO 
90C). Subsequent non final action or notice of allowability will follow upon filing of applicants' amendments as 
discussed in this interview.

All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.
